I contacted A-fB^Hiid determined that his was 
intoxicated and unable to care for himself. I arrest ed A*B 1 for M7(f> P C (Pub lic lnto\icalion). A- Burgos signed a Private Person's Arrest 
form for 240 PC (Assault; and 1 took custody of A^Hfet ' transported A-^Bhothc CPD jail where he was booked and held tor 
detoxification. A-^Ufcwas issued a written promise to appear (Citation * OK820.1) for the charge of 240 PC. I le was later released without 
charges per 849(bjf2) for the charge of 647(f) PC.

land that we had.previously advised no. to return to the Clnrentont College property, t contacted him and told him he had to leave. He began 
,o argue with mc and 1 took hold of his arm. Thai's when he attempted to strike me with his fists, but I moved and he missed mo. He then 
began to walk uvvav. Severn! other security officers and I followed him and tried lo detain him. He attempted to s.rikc mc again with h.s to 
t then used my pepper .pray with one quick spray across bis eyes. He began running and then tell down. We were able to handcuff h. M and 
detain him. I want him prosecuted lor the assault and will sign a private person's arrest.

all the police and told me not to move. I asked him what he was going to do and told him to call my Iricnds to confirm dial I was an invited 
guest. I started walking again and he lokl me not 10 move and to wait Tot - the police, because be was going to arrest me. That's when he 
grabbed me. I think he hated me. Maybe it's a race thing. I started walking again and he told me again not to move and ihai 1 was arrested. I 
didn't lliink he could do that, so 1 kept walking.

On 09/ 18/11, at approximately 0121 hours, I responded to 651 E. Sixth St., to assist Campus Safety officers with a combative, intoxicated 
subject they had detained at the location. Upon my arrival, I contacted Campus Safety officers' Abraham Vargas (W- Vargas), Kamcron 
Persaud ( W-Persaud). and Freddy Ramirez (W-Ramirc/) and obtained their information and statements. 

STATEMENTS: 

W-Vargas related in essence the following: 

We (Campus Safety officers/staff) were monitoring the party unci we saw a guy ( A-J|£ that some of the Campus Safety officers recognized 
from the past We recognized him as a "non-student" at the Claremont Colleges and as someone that wc have advised of trespassing before. 
When Eddy ( V- Burgos/Cam pus Safety officer) went to contact him (A^£>. it looked like he ignored Eddy at first. Eddy continued to ask 
him to leave and he { A^^ repeatedly said, "I'm not leaving." That is when the subject (a|^| took a combative stance with Eddy and 
then swung his right fist at Eddy's faee. He (A^fj didn't make contact with the punch, but there was a lot of commotion. He (A 
continued swinging his fists at Eddy and other Campus Safety officers as they tried to control him. We (Campus Safety officers) were yelling 
the command, "Stop resisting." He (A-^J^ then look off running northbound from the apartments (65 1 E. Sixth St.) and we (Campus 
Safety officers) chased him. Eddy pepper sprayed him to control and calm him down. The subject (A W eventually gave up and we were 
able to handcuff him and detain him until you guys (CPD) showed up. The scratches on his face I'm assuming are from the scuffle he had 
with Eddy and the rest of us (Campus Safety officers). 

W-Persaud related in essence the following: 

I recognized him Irom numerous trespassing advisals that wc (Campus Safety officers) have given him in the past. When Eddy (V-Burgos) 
went to contact him and ask him (,-v|^Q to exit the party and college campus, he (A-f^) got into a combative stance with clenched fists 
That is when he ( A K> swung at Eddy's face with a right closed fist. He didn't hit Eddy but he kept on swinging his fists mid that is when 
the rest of us (Campus Safety officers) attempted to control him and detain him until you guys (CPD) got here. He (A-^H|startcd running 
northbound through the apartment complex (65 1 E. Sixth St.) and wc chased him. When we caught up to him, Eddy pepper sprayed htm in 
the face, attempting to make him stop swinging his fists uncontrollably. Everyone (Campus Safety officers) who were in the altercation were 
yelling the command, "Stop resisting." We were able to gel him into handcuffs to detain him until you guys (CPD) arrived. While we were 
waiting for you guys, I was pouring water over his forehead and eyes at his request to help flush some of the pepper spray from the area.
